France, 
Italy and Japan, to ascertain whether 
t would be agreeable to those nations 
to participate in a conference to be 
held in Washington at an agreed date 
for discussion of armament limitation.

ENGLAND AS VERY GRAVE 


Strikes and Other Troubles Increase Unem- 


ployment — Colonial Immigration Offices 


. in London Appeal for Emigrants — Radicals 


Are Held in Check 


In th« subjoined letter Major Frank 


Knox paints » graphic picture of lha 
gloomy Industrial outlook In England 
owing to the "after effect* of the war, 
the coal strike, the strike of cotton 
mill operatives and other crafts. He 
predicts an exodus from Britain to the 
colonies as a result. The letter:—

LONDON, July 11.—It Is easy to deal 


In superlatives but with the nicest ro- 
gard for the iruth it would be difficult 
to exaggerate the manifold difficulties 
which confront Industrial and 
com- 


mercial Great Britain right now. Both 
pulpit and presi recognize and describe 
the present 
altuatlon as the most 


crucial In the history of English trade.

A week ago British Industry 
faced 


only one real strike—that of the coal 
miners, although this tie-up, seriously

Then to the coal strike was added the 
strike of the cotton operatives, which 
has Increased the number o£ the work- 
less by more than halt a million, ami 
paralyzed an Industry which supplies 
forty per cent, of British export.

poor business and Inability 
to meet 


their liabilities. -\'ow they have re- 
ceived a grant of J500.000.000 from the 
government to save them from bank- 
ruptcy. Thai will not be moro than a 
drop In the bucket 
In 
meeting ilu 


sweeping 
demands for 
relief. 
Tho 


rallroadi claim that iho whole system 
was turned back by the government In 
a deteriorated condition, which Is not 
true. It was claimed that under pri- 
vate ownership tho railroads would 
prosper; but that has proved to l'c 
little moro than a delusive hope. Tha 
railroads insisted upon 
higher 
rates 


a»d got their wish; but tho rates were 
so 
high 
as to be prohibitive 
for 


Bome lines o/ business; 
and hence 


the 
high 
rales 
Injured 
the 
rail 


roads and Jnjured 
tho 
country. At 


present there Is a demand for lower 
rates and the question arises what the 
railroads will do about II. 


The railroad situation is somewhat 


complicated, 
The roads are in the 


saino position now that tho 
trolley 


systems wore in when the automobile 
began 
to cut 
Into their 
revenues. 


Those systems have been trying to Bet 
on solid financial footing ever since, 
but every succeeding year seems to 
make their condition more serious. 


At present Ihe railroads are begin- 


ning to surfer from tho opposition ot 
the motor truck as a freight convey- 
ance; and the trucking system 
will 


become more favored as time passes, 
especially 
for 
short-haul 
business. 


The private auto and the jitney have 
broken the backs ot the street railway 
systems except In Inrge cities, and Iho 
motor truck In all its varieties is per- 
forming a similar operation on the 
steam railroads, at least so far as short 
hauls are concerned, and 
when 
our 


system of interstate roads shall have 
been improved, the (ruck will under- 
take some pretty long hauls. 


Xot until the nation experiences an- 


oiher boom of prosperity are the rail- 
roads likely to enjoy anything ap- 
proaching the volume of business they 
did 
before 
the war. The 
present 


freight rates must come down In order 
to bring the service within reach of 
the shippers, the merchants, business 
men and farmers of the country; but 
if with lower rates the volume of busi- 
ness does not Increase, the railroads 
will be back to the government plead- 
ing for another grant to tide them over 
distress and keep (hem out of bank- 
ruptcy. How long will this system of 
drawing upon the government con- 
tinue, or, how Ions can it be made 
lo appear that without government aid 
the railroads cannot continue to op- 
erate? . •'

That is a question that will depend j 


lareely upon future developments and 
j 


upon whether the railroads will sue-1 
ceed in adapting their 
functions lo j 


the changed conditions affecting the! 
character and the 
service.

NEW TRAFFIC REGULATIONS 
Tho new regulations for governing 


motor traffic in the busiest parts of 
ihe shopping district, seem quite rea- 
sonable and owing Lo the congestion 
of traific, they appear to be necessary 
in every particular. Some inconvei'.- 
Icnce will bo experienced, ot course, 
bui ihls will doubtless be patiently 
borne as It Is well understood thai 
these rules arc framed for Ihe public 
convenience and the good of all con- 
cerned. 


When ihere is a lino of autos parked 


on either side of lower Central streot 
there Is not room enough for an auto 
to pass between the autos and the car 
(racks. Consequently, a blockade of 
traffic occurs when an electric car 
comes alons. but when cars are pass- 
Ing in opposite directions, tho condi- 
llon is at Its worst. The rule provided 
for the relief of this very aggravating 
condition will probably overcome the 
trouble and bring a change that will 
be welcomed by everybody Interested. 


The arrangements to promote cau- 


tion at dangerous corners In various 
parts of the city will doubtless help 
lo prevent accidents and similar regu- 
lations might well be adopted at many 
other dangerous street Intersections In 
various parts of the city. 


THE TRUCE IN IRELAND 


It is to be hoped that the declaration 


of a truce In Ireland will be followed 
by a satisfactory settlement of this 
age-long struggle. If Lloyd George 
succeeds in settling this question, with 
all .his faults, he will have 
accom- 


plished more than any of his predeces- 
sors who essayed the task. 


It would Indeed be strange if he whi 


was responsible for the rebellion and

Press.)—Rioting broke out in Belfast, 
last night, and. continuing throughout 
the day, became so serious this after- 
noon that the military had to be sum- 
moned to restore order. At 10 o'clock 
tonight the casualty lists showed that

persona had been killed nnd 100 
wounded. , 


According to police accounts, 
the 


firing at patrols by republicans at th9 
curfew hour precipitated the outbreak. 
After the first outburst the shooting 
was almost continuous in the Falls 
district. As daybreak came on the tide 
of battle extended down the Falls road 
until it reached 
Townshend 
street, 


which then became the center of sharp 
rioting, with the Unionists 
for 
the 


first time entering the fray.
